than other schools, such as schools maintained by 
religious bodies, private schools, or the teaching in 
the home by tutors, preferred by some citizens. 
Under the influence of certain religious fanatics, 
an “initiated” statute has been passed in the State 
of Oregon. requiring all children between the ages 
of & and 16 years to attend a “public” school. It 
is well understood that the intention of the pro- 
moters of this law is to close up all other schools, 
it being aimed specially at Catholic parish schools. 

If this law is upheld by the courts, it is expected 
that a campaign will be pushed in all the States 
until 36 have passed similar laws, when it will be 
possible to move for an amendment to the Federal 
Constitution to place every child of school age in 
the country under the supervision of the Federal 
Government. 

If this movement

recourse, 6258 parish schools, 
®12 seminaries, 222 colleges for~-boys, 718 acad- 
emies for girls, and 599 high schools maintained 
by Catholics. And it would close up and ruin 
thousands of private schools, military schools, Bap- 
tist and other denominational day schools, and all 
private educational! institutions and activities main- 
teined by citizens who prefer that kind of educa- 
tion for their children. 

For years it has been charged that Catholics were 
trying to “undermine” the public school system of 
the United States. The accusation. of course, was 
based on the appeals of Catholic authorities to 
Catholic believers to send Catholte children to 
Catholic schools. That was their right under the 
Constitution, which forbids the establishment of 
any particular religion by the State, protecting, by 
implication, all ethical forms of religion. But, with 
the Oregon case before us, and the avowed inten- 
tion of the religious fanatics, espectally the Ku 
Klux Kian, to close up all Catholic educational 
institutions, what becomes of the accusation? Who 
is “undermining” schools? Who are the avowed 
enemies of education except of the brand indorsed 
by them? 

The implied protection to public nd 
the prohibition to States to withhold such protec- 
tion. is to be found itn the general spirit of «he 
Federal Constitution, and genera! freedom of action 
is gparanteed by Article XIV. “No State shall 
make or enforce any law which shall abridge.the 
privileges or immunities of citizens of the United 
States."" If the courts uphold the Oregon law, 
and if this fanatical movement brings about the 
passage of similar laws all over the country. the 
privileges of 20,000,000 Catholic citizens and of 
many other millions who row support private 
schools will be abridged. For it cannot be 
that free education, in schools voluntarily supported 
by citizens out of their own purses, is an American

T the last meeting of the Uncomrron 


Topics Club there was an animated <ds- 
cuasion of the statement of Pref. William Mc- 
Dougal of Harvard University, that the re- 
moval of checks upon the increase of the 
world’s population is a serious menace io 
sivilization 

Jones brought up the subject by reading ‘he 
following brief news report of what McDougall 
said the subject 

“Before the penetration of Western ideas 
throughout the Orieat.” said Prof. McDougail, 
“infanticide. abortion, famine and ribal 
warfare remained as powerful and effectire 
checks to race expansion, and the world had 
no probiem of overpopulation But now with 
the application of Western a ion and 
Western ideas throughout the world. these 
checks have been rendered impotent. and we 
have the spectacie of India expanding in one 
century from 100,000.900 to $09.990.000. 

t is a standing danger to civilization,” he 
said. 

“Well, what would you do about it®”’ asked 
Smith “We carmnot look for a revival of the 
pagan methods of preventing population 
crease, and it appears that famines and wars 
alone are not sufficient What about birtk 
control, I mean scientific birth control. as 14- 
vocated by the Voluntary Parenthood League”®’ 

“I suppose you noticed,” put in Brown. 
“that the Chicago Board of Health prohibited 
the opening of a clinic to practice scientific 
birth control, though there is no law 
Illinois forbidding discussion of the subjec:, as 
there is in some of the States’ I fear Ameri- 
cans Will never become open-minded enough to 
face this problem sensibly.” 

“But if they refuse to face it.” said Jones. 
“they will have to face something worse. In 
a recent number of the New Republic Prof 
Eéward <Alsworth Ross discussed this very 
fully. Scientific medicine, as we all know. is 
constantly reducing the death rate, especialiv 
among infants. Fer example. two Missouri 
townships reduced their mortality no 
lees than 42 per Saye 
Prof. Ross: ‘Imagine that wi t 2 ore 
skill and science we could hold our death rate 
cown to 13 while the birth rate swelled to i§ 
per thousand (the birth rate among French- 
Canadians is 55 per thousand). In that case 
our country at the end of this century would 
have a population equal to thet of the entire 
giobe at the outbreak of the World War.” ” 

“But you don’t mean to say.” urged Smith. 
“that there is much danger of this coming 
adout. Of course, we shall go on decreasing 
the death rate. But the birth rate is not in- 
creasing. is it?” 

“On the contrary.” replied Jones. “as Prot 
Ross shows, even with the aid of the millions 
of big-family foreign-born in our midst. we 
only increase about a third as fast as the 
French-Ca‘adians, our natural growth of 
population being a little less than 1 per cent 
ayear. Without considering Immigration. this 
will bring us up to 222 million populatien by 
the year A. D. 2099. But what does this 
mean’ in spite of the preachings and warn- 
ings of reiigtous teachers and in spite of the 
notion that prolific motherhood is a patriorie 
@uty. the majority of our native stock are 
slackers. In other words, birth contro! is 
alreacy actively practiced among us, and 
mostly among our best families. Te avoid the 
subject and prohibit scientific action through 
established clinics is simply te put a premicm 
on what amounts to infanticide. A highiy 
cultured population wil! not listen te preachers 
ef fecundity uncontrolied.” 

“T take i. then.” sald Brown. “that the 
effects of censership -afd@ suppression of *his 
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subject merely has the effect of permitting the 
uncontrolled growth of the least desirable ele- 
ment of the population, without in any way 
preventing control among the better element. 
Algo, that if the inferior element becomes moat 
numerous, we may see a great increase in tne 
birth rate, with a of the French- 
Canadian maximum or worse. That wuld be 
a national disaster. don’t you think?” 

“Tt do.” concluded Jones. “We should be 
somewhat in the position of France. which 
must look for its future population, unless it 
mends its wavs genetically, to its colored mil-

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HE airship which will be known as the ZR-3 is being constructed at 
the great Zeppelin works at Friedrichshafen on Lake Constance,

tories even before the war. The ZR-3 will be 985 feet long, 135 feet from 
the top of the gas chamber to the bottom and is equipped with 400-horse- 
sower reversible Maybach motors which are designed to give the giant 
uirship a speed of 80 miles an hour. When it shall have completed all 
tests and demonstrated that it has complied with all its specifications, it 
will be turned over to a crew of 30 U. S. naval men, who will bring it 
across the ocean under its own power.
